Happy Valley Faras, 
froa Hossvllle, Georgia, has approadnately 2^ non-union eapioyees< 
Sealtest Pnoda, a national concern, has about $0 non-union 
eaployees. It lii laposslble to operate on the wage scale that 
we have and coap<ite with those other dairies. It is hard enough 
for a aaall concern to aake enda aeet without having to pay $20 
to 130 aore par week than our ccapetltors are paying. 

We would certainly appreciate It If you would have 
orta of your top aen coae down and Investigate the Chattanooga 
aarket. Tour interest will certainly be appreciated as we read 
It badly.

laisses fairs roachtir. its height in the mid 19th century, and by Mar- 
8hall*s time ecce cautious qualiilcatlens were exprossod. In ISII, Professor Plgou 
systsmlied these doubts.. Irery are timas, ho wroto, when "the invisible hand flaltors 
in its aim." Keynes' doubts wont deeper thi.n Profoseor Plgou's. In 1926 he pub¬ 
lished a pamphlet boldly ontitled "The and of Lalasuz Fairu.". Hs stated "Let 

finance bo primarily national. Thu di.ty of ordering the current volvsso of invyslaaont 
cannot safely bj loft in private hands." 

Cn philosophical and oihioal grounds also he rightly oritieleed a so¬ 
ciety whose whole motive force trxs derlvad i'roa desir? for gali.

Tr. 1924, A. aBLITI the well Icaorri Icosiciiist, plainly declared in 
his "I'nclalBsd *ealth," "Laisset-lcira m an imperiect eyrtem whioh does not ensure 
that income is fully utilised." "Ibatentlon from oonauj-ption, i.e., "savings," does 
not neceosarily cause, and may prevent on lncr-,»aaa In capital goods and equipment." 

Again in 1931, in his Geneva "I'uelniaoi Wealnh" Bulletins,- "We must 
promote the full and rot^onal utilisation of all unemployed labour, in capital worke, 
bo raiee the standard of living and to provide the neons of usufui and profitable in¬ 
vestment of savings." Also, "The Govornment, by reduced taoiutlou and by supplement¬ 
ary expenditure and outlay should neutralise completely and imedlately, the with¬ 
holding of purohnsing power by the publio, as this causes gexieral unenployrsnt." 

LORD BEVERIDGE aptly stated in August 1944, ‘hfThat people cave out of 
their inoosM gives emplo)cent only if it is invostad, - expended on means of new pro¬ 
duction} - adding to capital equipment, such as factories, raaohinery, ships, or in 
adding to etoeks of raw materials, wiUi a view in saoh oase to prodqaing B»re geode 
for later usd. Investment also Includes the building of d-.relling houeis." 

POPE PIUS 12th urged tho represtintativoj of 46 countries who had been 
attending the International Congress of Credit In Rome, "to prevent money from lying 
dormant, and to serve the oonaion good by setting it to the service of the oownunity in 
industrial activity, agricultural production, publio eapltul works, tho building of 
houses for tho people, educational and cultural institutions, social services and wsl- 
fare schemes." (D.G. 2/11/61) 

IHKUND BURXS stated in 1706, In a letter to tho Duke of Bedford, "I 
hold it to be in its coneequenoes, the eorst eo>vu)ny in the world. In caving money, I 
soon oan count up all the good 1 f’.o} but when, by a cold ni'nury, I blast the abilities

Bxtraot from lettar to Mr. Frank Jones, City Comptroller, Vanoourar, re the 
VancouTer City Hall being paid for in TEN TEARS. 

"As the anolositd matarial will amplify, we can gat some idea of how much 
thia generation has been panaliied by oonflaoatory-taxation for auoh premature rspay- 
SMnt of long life capital works and defence expenditures, to the groat financial ad- 
eantaga of future generations, (minus the resultant injury to general progress,) if 
wa multiply this million dollars or so by the many thousands of times inrolTsd. 

"Sooner or later, let us hope, our financial "leaders" will admit and or 
quit the suioidally imsoonomie and unaotuarial character of such so-called "sound fi¬ 
nance" I Your City ftill will be there for THREE HUNDRED AND TEN YEARS I 

"Any interest aonsidaration is as nothing, ISSS THAN NOISING, compared with 
ths naw physical asset end effect, and aspaeially its great rental diridand. Tbs in¬ 
terest too, is paid BY Csmadians TO Canadians and does not reduce tha national income 
or purehasing power." 

Howerar, while public works are indispensable, they circulate purohasing 
power wary slowly in an extreme (quite inexcusable) unemployment situation, unless ad¬ 
equate plans and materials are ready in adeance. Re-employment ia more quiokly and 
batter affaotad by also ineraaaing the mamufacturs and distribution of durable consu- 
aar goads (on saay peymanta, with or without subaidies,) to the lower brackets, as 
reooHMndad in the SeandinaTian countries. This realistio and objeotire policy has 
alao the further and double benefit of raising the liring standard of a largo aootion 
of the population, and of offaatting tha deflation of idle sarings.

In eattera like amortlaation, Ijavoatsiont and debt,govamnwnts and public bodies 
are ■)? like Individuals, hare todoy end gone tomorrow. Lord Keynea, Lord Beveridge, 
Lord Seapill, P.f.Lcftua, M.P., Dra Kansan, Soddy and Withers, A.H.Abbati and Towers, 
etc., have atreaoed thie. Nr. Graham Towera aaka "Aa debt is an asset of the people, 
what would bo the object in repaying it T Thera ia often an object in an individual 
entity getting out of debt, but in a country where the sum total of public and private 
debt ia deoreaoing.you havu a country going baoknarda and in which poverty ia becoming 
widespread. In darkoat Africa there ia no debt. 

"Public dobto often roproaent aaaota in the publicly owned aaaeta oraated 
through them, aad in addition, the debts thonaolvoa ara saasta in the handa of the na> 
tion'o oitisena".... ..Nr. Towera said ho agreed with Nr. Tucker, N.P. that "to the ex¬ 
tent Canada had unemployed labour and productive equipment, a potential meena of bet¬ 
tering the eoonooiio atatna is being foregone." Intoroat, too, ia no obstaolo}tha in¬ 
disputable dividend eonaequontly oamatl more than pays it} Intereat ia paid BY Cana- 
d&ana TC Canadlacsi it doee not reduce purchasing power or the national income.

To auggeat any poaaibla alternative to the above Intagretad formula la to ra- 
jeet all lori«,juatioo and raallem.aa well aa the peaitiva preventative of coBmunlem. 
Bvery pelitloal deaioeraoy ie not neaaaaarily a aooial aad aconcnlo denooraey.

Th* plight of our a*nior citlson* concerning th* diffi¬ 
culty in ■•curing health and welfare benefits has not gone unnoticed. 

We have had a number of actuarial studies done concerning this 
problem and, quite frankly, the premiums Involved In establishing 
such a trust are prohibitive. 

There are, as you may know, a number of major insurance 
companies in the United States that give such coverage to those over 
60 years of age. Here too, the premiums sre rather excessive. 

While the International Union has not abandoned its efforts to secure, 
through collective bargaining, coverage In health snd welfare for our 
retired members, it is not yet a reality. 

We suggest that you contact your local union which, we are 
sure will aid and assist you In contacting one of the insurance carriers 
who hava such plans.

Section Six. The Executive Council may, in ita 
diacretion, provide for a Memorial Committee from 
ita membership, of which the President of the Ameri¬ 
can Federation of Labor shall be Chairman. Such 
committee shall make all necea.sary investiRations of 
prospective recipients of payments from said Fund, 
and .shall make recommendations to the Executive 
Council with respect to the charities and other worthy 
cauas-s which should receive nayments from the Fund 
and the amounta thereof. Members of the committee 
shall serve without compensation. 

Section Seven. Any order or direction of the Execu¬ 
tive Council with respect to the distribution or pay 
ment of portions of said Fund or the income of said 
Fund to worthy charities and other worthy causes, 
and any order or direction of the Financa Committee 
with respect to the investment, msnaRement and con¬ 
trol of such Fund, shall be constitute and evidencad 
by a certiAed copy of the pertinent proceedinRs, order 
or directive of the Executive Council or Finance 
Committee, siRned by the Secretary-Treasurer of the 
American Federation of Labor. In the case of the 
Finance Committee, it shall be sufficient for any order 
or direction to be siRned by a majority of the com¬ 
mittee, without meetinR. Such certiAed copies of pro- 
cee<linRs, orders or directives shall be executed in 
duplicate, one copy of which shall be retained on Ale 
in tha office of tha Secretary-Treasurer of the Ameri¬ 
can of Federation of Labor, and one of which may, if 
re<)uireil, be Aled with tha bank from which auch 
funds arc paid. 

Section EiRht. The accounta of the Fund shall be 
kept by the Secretary-Treasurer of the American 
Federation of Labor and shall be annually audited 
in like manner as other funds of the American Fed¬ 
eration of Labor, and a report thereof published in 
the proceedinRs of tha Convention of the Amarican 
Federation of Labor. All necessary records of pro¬ 
ceedinRs with respect to said Fund shall be retained 
by the Secretary-Treasurer of the American Federa¬ 
tion of l,abor. 

Section Nine. The Executive Council of the Ameri¬ 
can Federation of Labor, by majority vote, may alter 
or chanRe the administrative methods herein provided 
in respect to the nianaRenient and investment of said 
Fund and tha distribution and expenditure of the 
income thereof and such portiona of the principal 
thereof as may from time to time bo available for 
distribution and expenditure; may make chanRes in 
the plan necessary or proper to carry out efficiently 
the purposes of the plan; may provide for termination 
of tne plan by the American Federation of Labor; 
Aiay autnorixa payment from the fund of such expenses 
as may be raquired in its operation; and may permit 
the acceptance of contributions to the Fund from con¬ 
tributors other than those referred to herein. 

Section Ten. Whila it is expected that this plan 
will ha permanent in character, a Convention of the 
American Fesieration of Labor shall have power to 
amend or terminate it by majority action. In no 
event shall the American Federation of Labor, it.s 
.‘fficers, or members of the Executive Council, be liable 
to any contributor or banrAciary for the application 
or distribution of such funds.
